Mrs. Farmer Levels Charges At Allies 


A premeditated blast by Council- 
woman Virginia Farmer at her fellow 
councilmen Tuesday night charging 
violation of the Brown Act, seemed 
to. catch the group unawares 
necessitating a special meeting 
Wednesday before the incident 
could be resolved. 

Involved was the appointment of 
two persons to fill vacancies on the 
city’s Personnel Appeals Board. 

In a prepared statement, Mrs. 
Farmer accused three unnamed 
council members of violating the 
state’s Sunshine Laws, the Brown 
Act. However, before the matter 
was resolved Wednesday night, it 


appeared that Mrs. Farmer may 
have implicated herself. 

At the beginning of Tuesday 
night’s session as nominations were 
being made for the appeals board, 
Mrs. Farmer announced to Mayor 
George DeJesus that ‘‘I would like to 
read a statement at this time, 
please.”’ 

Mrs. Farmer then complained 
that the city council was not working 
‘‘as a team with unity of purpose.’’ 
She continued: ‘‘It appears from my 
observation to be directed mainly by 
three members who are abusing the 
state Sunshine Laws, namely the 
Brown Act.’”’ 


‘‘As an example,’ she continued, 
‘‘Last Friday afternoon, while I was 
discussing the agenda items 
pertaining to Personnel Appeals 
Board with one other councilman in 
presence of a witness, I was 
inférmed that my views or proposals 
on an appointee to that board were of 
no consequence and the councilman 
declared that he had three people 
who had agreed to vote for Mr. 
(Wes) Vaughn. 

‘‘The statement on the part of one 
councilman suggests that these 
three members of our city council 
may have held some sort of private 
executive session in which thev 
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Closer’ 
Look. 


People do not always think kindly 
enough of a city to want to give it 
presents. 

This is true even in Placentia. 

Anyone who has gone through a 
Placentia zoning battle...and there 
have been a number considering the 
size of the territory...has discovered 
how frustrating and time consuming 
it can be to discover that someone, in 
some hallowed hall, has changed the 
game plan. 

You may have bought a home, or 
invested in a business and expected 
the surroundings to stay the same, 
only to discover that somebody has 
something more  fortuitous...for 
somebody else, in mind. 

This game of chess is still being 
played out and some former city 
councils have become distinguished 
for setting it up. 

Pity the poor property owner, who 
does not own half the countryside 
but just his own little home base. 

A story run recently in the 
Placentia Courier brought a deluge 
of telephone calls. It concerned the 
people who live in new expensive 
homes near the main line of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. 
None of these people we talked to in 
the homes came from anyplace close 
to here. Or, they felt then, they 
would have realized what they were 
getting into. 

There were also several calls from 
long time residents declaring, ‘‘I 
knew it, I knew it, I knew it!’’ These 
were most sympathetic and 
commiserating. 

That change in zoning is already 
accomplished and homes are rising 
on the premises. It has been pointed 
out in city council sessions that the 
area by the railroad, understand- 
ably, was at one time zoned 
industrial, which would seem 
appropriate. 

But industrial land, in our 
opinion, has developed mighty 
slowly in the pleasant place to live. 
And still leaves a great deal to be 
desired. 

So we have homes by a busy 
railroad track. We also have 
something else. 

In the process of development is a 
corporation yard. That is where the 
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‘decided to vote for Mr. Vaughn 
while two council persons, the press 


and the public remained un- 
notified.’’ 
Wednesday night, however, 


Councilman Donald Holt presented 
a different version of events. 
Referring to Mrs. Farmer’s 
statement of the evening before, 
Holt declared: ‘‘To say the least I 
was surprised, shocked, amazed and 
everything else by the statement of 
Councilwoman Farmer and based on 
that I have the following statement 
to give:’’ '

accusations. including that three 


members were directing the action 
of the council. 

‘‘I would be more than willing to 
go back over the voting record of this 
council. I am quite sure that it would 
be found that no three members, no 
matter who they are, are 
consistently voting the same. 

‘‘Maybe some agree more than 
others,’’ Holt continued, ‘‘but is it 
not possible that the voters have 
elected council members that stand 
the same on their platform issues.

An effort to make the 12th annual 
Placentia Heritage Festival Days a 
well attended and financially 
succeSsful event, is under pursuit by 
the celebration’s board of directors. 

Approval has been received from 
the Placentia City Council to bring in 
carnival rides for the festival, but 
without the carnival atmosphere. 
Booths will be available for Placentia 
civic groups who wish to man them 
for the four day amusement rides 
part of the festivity. 


The nine-day festival is expected 
to operate this year from October 2 
through 10 with rides available 
Thursday through the final Sunday. 
The site for the carnival selected is 
the southeast corner of the city’s 
main intersection, Kraemer and 
Yorba Linda Boulevards. 

A contract is being signed with 
Walt Pinney Productions of Buena 
Park, for $1,000 to coordinate the 
carnival and the game and food 
booths.

Water District Drops «_ 
Rate One Cent 


The Metropolitan Water District 
of Southern California, from which 
the Southern California Water 
Company, which services Placentia, 
buys supplemental water, announc- 
ed its tax rate this week. 

The rate at 12 cents for each $100 
of assessed valuation is one cent 
lower than last year’s. 


The new levy is based on a budget 
of $193,229,000 and a total assessed 
valuation for the district’s six-county 
area of about $45.7 billion, an 
increase of 15.4 per cent over last 
year’s figure. 

The 1976-77 budget shows a drop 
from the previous year of $10 million 
in construction expenditures, from 
$39,800,000 to $29,928,000. 

On the other hand, operation and

maintenance costs are expected to 
increase by an estimated $5,566,000 
largely resulting from new District 
facilities coming on line to distribute 
northern water from the State Water 
Project. 

Last year’s MWD budget totaled 
$242,150,000. Of that amount, 
however, $50 million represented a 
one-shot expenditure to redeem 
bond anticipation notes. Without 
that, the 1975-76 budget would have 
been $192,150,000 or roughly one 
million dollars less than the 1976-77 
budget. 

MWD provides supplemental 
water in the counties of Los Angeles, 
Orange, Riverside, San Bernardino, 
San Diego and Ventura. The area 
contains a population of nearly 11 
million.

The MontrealOlympics — 
A Spectator’s View 


[Scott Emblidge, Star correspondent who reports on 
athletic events at Troy High School, and a Yorba Linda 
resident, has written a report on his trip to Montreal and his 
attendance at the Olympics. This is the second of a two 
part article on his experiences. Editor).

The Stadium itself was 
remarkable. It seated over 
70,000 people (and did not 
have a bad seat in it) and 
despite its size, it boasted 
the fact that it could be 
cleared of all the speacta- 


, tors within 20 minutes. This 


was due to the tremendous 
amount of personnel. 

There were always at 
least three people you had 
tc show your ticket to in 
order to find your seat and 
then you were escorted to 
that exact seat by an usher. 
Overall, my experiences in 
the Stadium indicated that 
it was an extremely well-run 
operation. 

The next event we 
attended was volleyball and 
as it turned out this was one 
of the most exciting things 
we saw. We viewed the 
Russian men destroy Brazil 
3-0 and saw an extremely 
tense match between the 
Russian and South Korean 
women. 

In volleyball, you play the 
best of five sets with each 
set ending when a team 
accumulates a total of 15 
points. In the women’s 
match, Russia took the first 
set 16-14, Korea won the 
second 15-12, Russia the 
third 15-2 and in the fourth 
set, Korea had a 14-8 lead 
but lost the set and match 


16-14. 
It was at the volleyball 
matches that I thought 


about one of the pre-Olym- 
pic philosophies I had on 
how the games can be saved 
from the same fate in four 
years that they met in 
Montreal. The interference 
of politics is what must be 
avoided in the future and, 
unlike what happened in 
Canada, every nation must

be allowed to compete. 

I thought an easy way to 
achieve this was to 
eliminate the nationalism 
that is associated with the 
games but that is an 
impossibility. After seeing 
the hundreds of Koreans 
waving flags and cheering 
for their team, I felt that 
nationalism was almost an 
essential part of the 
Olympics and after all, it is 
not nationalism that needs 
elimination, it is the politics 
(that never should mingle 
with sports) that should be 
put to rest. 

We then saw days and 
days of track and field and 
witnessed some memorable 
events. We saw Mac 
Wilkins win the discus 
throw, Edwin Moses and 
Michael Shine finish first 
and second in the 400 meter 
hurdles, with Moses break- 
ing the world record, 
Alberto Juantorena of Cuba 
win the 800 meters, the 
first of two gold medals he 
was to win, Viktor Saneyev 
of the USSR win the gold in 
the triple jump for the third 
straight time in the 
Olympics, and we saw 
Lasse Viren of Finland win 
the S000 meter run thus 
becoming the only man to 
win both the 10,000 and 
$5,000 meters in two 
consecutive Olympics. And 
last and best, we saw the 
legend in his own time, 
Bruce Jenner, set a world 
record while winning the 
grueling decathlon. 

Finally, to top off our 
entire adventure, we _ at- 


tended the boxing finals. 
The United States had six of 
their 11 fighters in the finals 
and what a group of fighters 
they were with five winning 
gold medals.

Randolph who was quoted 
as saying ‘‘winning the gold 
medal is the greatest thing 
since I turned a Christian,”’ 
then Howard Davis, a 
flamboyant fighter who 
promised his dying mother 
he would bring home the 
gold, then the great Sugar 
Ray Leonard who hung up 
his gloves after his victory, 
and to end it all came the 
Spinks brothers, Mike and 
Leon, who won their medals 
in front of their mother who 
had been given the money 
to go to Montreal by an 
anonymous person after an 
article was printed in a St. 
Louis newspaper. 

Overall, the entire exper- 
ience was probably the 
greatest three weeks of my 
life, but I knew there were 
still some decisions that had 
to be made so that these 
Olympics I enjoyed so much

could continue to be held. 
Personally, I feel that two 
simple directives are neces- 
sary. 

First, all countries should 
be allowed to compete and if 
the host country refuses 
entrance to another coun- 
try, then the games should 
be withdrawn from the 
country. The other thing 
that I feel is necessary is the 
dropping of the ‘‘amateur 
only’’ status the Olympics is 
supposed to carry. I cannot 
see why people want to 
protect an ideal that has 
already been ruined by 
many communist countries. 


If these two suggestions 
are looked at seriously, I 
feel that the Olympic 
Games will be a much more 
athletic and much less 
political confrontation be- 
tween countries and will 
therefore give as much 
enjoyment to millions of 
spectators in the future as 
they did to my friends and I.

The City Council of the City of Placentia does hereby ordain as follows: 
1) There is added Section 23.04.033 to read in full as follows: 


“Section 23.04.033 Adjusted Gross Floor Area. Adjusted gross floor area means, 
when used to calculate aranent parking, gross floor area less the aggregate area 
devoted to indivisible public access ways (such as corridors, elevators and foyers) 
and other similar such uses which do not, as a Practical matter, result in higher 
building occupancy.’’ 

2) Section 23.04.275 is deleted. 

3) There is added Section 23.04.323 to read in full as follows: 

“‘Section 23.04.323 Gross Floor Area. Gross floor area means the sum of the gross 
horizontal areas of the several floors of the building excluding areas used for 
accessory garage purposes and such basement and cellar areas as are devoted 
exclusively to uses accessory to the operation of the building. All horizontal 
dimensions shall be taken from the exterior faces of walls including walls or other 
enclosures of enclosed porches. Whenever the term ‘gross floor area’’ is used in this 
title as a basis for requiring off-street parking for any structure, it shail be assumed 
that, unless otherwise stated, such floor area applies not only to the ground floor area 
but also to any additional stories or basement of such structure."’ 

4) Section 23.78.030(3) is hereby amended to read in fuil as follows: 


‘' Section 23.78.030(3) Offices, medical-dental. Six and five-tenths (6.5) spaces per 
1 square feet of gross floor area.’ 


5) There is added Section 23.78.035 to read in full as follows: 

**Section 23.78.035 Calculation of Parking Spaces Based On Adjusted Gross Floor 
Area. The Planning Commission may approve the use of adjusted gross floor area as 
a basis for the determination of required parking in those instances where a proposed 
building design allocates space to uses (such as elevators, foyers and indivisible 
corridors) which do not contribute, as a practical matter, to building occupancy and 
where, in the opinion of the Planning Commission, the failure to calculate required 
parking on the adjusted gross floor area would result in an excessive number of 
parking spaces.'’

YL District 
Drops Tax 


President Fred Clodt 
reported this week that the 
Board of Directors of the 
Yorba Linda County Water 
District has authorized and 
adopted the tax rate for the 
ensuing year and for the 
tenth straight year the tax 
has dropped. 


This year the drop was 
10.5 per cent or four cents 
per hundred, making the 
tax rate 34 cents per $100 
assessed valuation.

When the district was 
formed the tax rate was 79 
cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. It now is 
34 cents for $100 assessed 
valuation, a drop of 45 cents 
in the 16 year period.

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Shakespeare’s 


Shrewd Show

“Kiss me Kate.’’ I must 
be dreaming. Rising from 
the intellectual void of TV 
and cinema offal is one of 
those rare opportunities to 
witness some entertain- 
ment with class. 

Via the efforts of a 
generally fine cast of actors 
under the direction of 
Austin Peay, and produced 
by the Anaheim Parks, 
Recreation and Arts De- 
partment, comes William 
Shakespeare’s ribald com- 
edy, ‘‘The Taming of the 
Shrew.”’ 

Opening last weekend at 
the Pearson Park Amphi- 
theatre, and playing this 
Thursday through Saturday 


at the ridiculously reason- 
able price of a dollar, this 
Shakespearean classic 
(aren’t they all?) is 
presented at a breakneck 
pace that gives the viewer 
few moments to catch his 
breath between laughs. 

You won’t find any 
Richard Burtons or Kather- 
ine Hepburns commanding 
the stage, but this cast is no 
assemblage of amateurs, 
either. Creditable perfor- 
mances_ are offered 
throughout. Especially not- 
able are Susan Boster as 
Katharina, the Shrew; 
Steve Barr as. Kate’s 
husband, Petruchio; Scott 
Freeman as Gremio, one of 
a host of suitors; and Don 
Evans as Baptista, the 
Shrew’s father. 


To the credit of all of the 
actors, the production 
moves at a high energy level 
throughout. Hf there is 
criticism to be offered at all 
(and any self-respecting 
reviewer must find some- 
thing about which to be 
critical), then let it be 
leveled at the sometimes 
garbled diction, a forgive- 
able flaw considering that 
Shakespeare’s ,English is 
practically a foreign lan- 
guage today, and possibly 
some of the staging, which 
occasionally resembles a 
cross between acrobatics 
and burlesque. 

Minor opprobriums 
both, and far overshadowed 
by an otherwise hilarious 
evening under the stars. 

Switch off the boobtube 
this weekend and cajole the 
family to a summer re-run 
worth seeing. Shakespear- 
ean novices need not be 
““bard.”’

Sex Discrimination Policy Adopted 


A policy prohibiting sex discrim- 
ination against students and 
employees hag been adopted by 
trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District. 

The policy, adopted to comly with 
Title IX federal legislation, broadens 
the scope of the district’s 
Affirmative Action policy, which 
prohibits any type of discrimination 
against employees, to cover sex 
discrimination against students, 
too. 

‘‘Equal opportunities must be 
afforded to all persons in admission 
to schools and programs; access to 
and treatment in all programs and 
activities; administration of regula- 
tions on student benefits, services, 


conduct and dress; hiring practices; 
and terms, conditions and benefits 
of employement,’’ explained Eu- 
gene Dorn, the district’s Title IX 
coordinator. 

In student programs, areas which 
are being studied and revised are 
curriculum, counseling, treatment 
of students, student marital and 
parental status, athletics, physical 
education and student clubs and 
activities. 

Employment areas include re- 
cruiting practices, hiring and 
promotions, pay, job assignments, 
leaves of absence and benefits and 
training. 

“Tf the district is found in violation 
of any of the articles in Title IX, a 


grievance may be filed with the 
school principal or immediate 
superior,’’ Dorn explained. 

All schools in the _ district 
underwent a self evaluation of 
programs and practices last spring 
to find areas in which possible 


violations were occurring, Dorn 
said. 
Any school district not in 


compliance with Title IX of the 
Education Amendments of 1972 may 
become ineligible for federal 
funding of programs, he added. 
Questions concerning the dis- 
trict’s Title IX policy or programs 
should be directed to Dorn at the 
District Education Center, 1301 E.

School Patrons BringGifts 


More than $40,000 worth of 
materials and equipment were given 
to schools in the Placentia Unified 
School District during the past year 
by individuals, businesses and 
parent support groups.

Other large gifts to district schools 
included two 16mm projectors at 
$1,000 each from El Dorado Football 
Boosters, $1,107 laminating ma- 
chine from Glenview/Orchard PTA 
and a $1,700 score board from 
Esperanza Aquatic Boosters. 

Students also contributed to their 
school resources, with Tuffree 
Junior High student body giving 
$2,930 for stage curtains, construc- 
tion of a student store and oil 
paintings for their library.
